T: end of a year and of a decade 


change, and while significant things 
lie in the past, and exciting prospects 
_ are just before, it is still true that the 
_ great facts of Christian faith and ex- 


perience remain constant. The wise 


believer periodically “examines him- 
self, to see whether he is in the 
faith” (2 Cor. 18:5), and to discover 
_what measure of spirituality may be 
- resident within, 


What is spirituality? Who is spirit- 


_ ual? How shall we measure spiritual- 
_ ity? These are good questions at a 
time when shifting standards and 
_ values in our culture have contribut- 


ed to a widespread condition of eth- 


ical confusion. Even the Church is at 


times uncertain, but the individual 
Christian needs to recall that his call- 


ing is a divine occupation, and his 
_ success or failure is dependent on the 


spiritual life he has within. There is 


often the tnedency to confuse true 
spirituality with standards of Chris- 


_ tian living, and sometimes to be more 


concerned with the latter than with 
the former. This could result in the 
setting up of certain experiential 
criteria as a yardstick for the mea- 
surement of spirituality in the life, 


_ rather than the emphasis upon gen- 
- uine spirituality which produces con- 


formity to the Scriptural standards 


as a fruit of Godly living. When this 
_ is the case, then there is the natural 
_ tendency to measure others with, or 


to force them into the mold of our 
own brand of spirituality. At this 
point, we immediately fall into the 


error of the unwise in measuring 


others by ourselves (2 Cor. 10:12), 


_ and perhaps into the insidious fallacy 
_ of the carnel man who enhances his 


own status by devaluating others. 
But how then shall we know spirit- 
uality? In the midst of that searching 
passage on the spiritual life found in 
Paul’s letter to the Galatians is this 
advice: “Brethren, if a man be over- 


_ taken in a fault, ye which are spirit- 


_ual, restore such an one in the spirit 


_ of meekness; considering thyself, lest 
thou also be tempted.” (Gal. 6:1). 
_ Evidently the mature Christian is not 


only to be spiritual, but he is also to 
have an understanding of the mean- 


_ ing of spirituality. And certainly the 
minister must be especially conver- 


sant in spiritual understanding. The 
essential nature of his office and work 
compels him to handle sacred and 


holy things, and he becomes a chan-

nel of communication for God, who 
is a spirit, and for His transmittal of 
spiritual things to those who would 
worship Him in spirit and in truth. 
Spirituality is an abstract thing to the 
natural man, and its meanings are 
foreign to him; but it is a pragmatic 
or altogether practical thing to the 
Christian and to the minister, though 


it is as difficult to define as it is to 


measure! Nevertheless we are sure 
that the possession of spiritual life is 
a cardinal qualification, or as it might 
better be stated, the possession of the 
life by the Holy Spirit. The Greek 
tongue defines the spiritual person as 
“belonging to the Spirit,” and indi- 
cates that the word “spiritual” means 
literally “the expression of the spirit.” 
It is challenging to realize that just 
as a person may be called godly, in 
honor to the Father, or Christ-like, in 
honor to the Son, so he may also be 
known as spiritual, in honor to the 
Holy Spirit. 

What a contrast there is between 
the natural and the spiritual man! 
First Corinthians 2:11 to 3:3 clearly 
summarizes the distinction. Both the 
Scriptures and our own observation 
teach us that the carnal Christian 
and the carnal minister may have 
much religion and much zeal for ser- 
vice, but that it is for the most part 


in human power. There is a carnal, 
and there is a spiritual state! Nothing 
is more apparent from an investiga- 
tion of the facts. The tragedy is that 
both conditions are found in the 
church. The spiritual man is concern- 
ed with the things of Christ, but fre- 
quently the natural, or carnal man, 
is most concerned with the spirituality 
of others. The inevitable conclusion 
is that spirituality is known by the 
fruit of the Spirit as evidenced in the 
life. In the Sermon on the Mount, 
Jesus had occasion to give warning 
against false prophets (ministers), 
and said they would be known by 
their fruits, adducing an illustration 
from nature: “a good tree cannot 
bring forth evil fruit, neither can a 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit.” 
(Matt. 7:18). So then nature itself 
teaches that the fruit corresponds to 
the tree. Man’s real work is the very 
product of his being! No fountain 
can send forth at the same time both 
sweet water and bitter, and living 
water cannot flow from the natural 
man, but is to be expected from the 
spiritual (or Spirit-filled ) man. (John 
7:87-39). In various parts of the 
country there are artesian wells which 
unceasingly produce great quantities 
of pure crystal-clear water. These are

analogous to truly spiritual people. 

It is not possible for the natural 
man to produce a flow of living water, 
or the fruit of the Spirit, or to live 
the law of Christ (Rom. 8:5-7). New 
life must develop within by the em- 
powering of the Holy Spirit, who is 
given not only for service, and for 
power to witness, but for the promo- 
tion of righteousness in the beliver’s 
heart. The Spirit brings with Him 
the Life of Christ, and so fulfills the 
Law of Christ! The Spirit as outlined 
in Galatians 5:22,28, is the evidence 
of spiritual life. 

An unfailing sign of the lack of 
spirituality is the accusation of un- 
spirituality in others, and the claim 
of special spiritual advancement or 
attainment on one’s own part. Suffic- 
ient evidence of God’s attitude to- 
ward that sort of thing is contained 
in the record of Miriam’s murmuring, 
and the rebellion of Korah, Dathan 
and Abiram. They raised the question, 
“Hath the Lord spoken only by 
Moses?” Moses was not the only lead- 
er of God’s people who was ever ac- 
cused of unspirituality. Pride and 
boasting in spiritual attainment are 
certainly not the fruit of the Spirit, 
yet some speak of their “deeper ex- 
periences,’ “advanced teaching,” etc. 
Is it possible to have a clandestine 
meeting with God, some secret ren- 
dezvous at which He imparts some 
special revelation or advanced know- 
ledge to the privileged believer? We 
doubt this. “Surely the Lord God will 
do nothing but he revealeth his secret 
unto his servants (plural) the proph- 
ets.” (Amos 8:7). There is safety in 
a multitude of counsellors, and sure- 
ly the Christian will do well to com- 
pare his doctrine and experience with 
that of others that he might maintain 
a sane and Scriptural balance in all 
things, and not depart on some tan- 
gential excursion that would prove 
harmful to both himself and others. 
The fruit of the Spirit is the true 
touchstone for the Christian life and 
ministry. 

Spirituality is not manifestation. 
Sometimes there is the tendency to 
measure the presence of the Spirit 
by the amount of manifestation. This 
is a shallow idea, and was perhaps 
held by those of the Corinthian 
Church to whom Paul’s corrective 
epistle was addressed. These folk 
seem to feel that if the manifestations 
fluctuate that the presence of the 
Spirit is lost. Thank God for these 
manifestations of His presence, which 
are so vital to Pentecostal people, but 
we know that the Comforter has come 
to abide (John 14:16,17). Perhaps all 
have been carried on the crest of 
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spiritual exuberance, but few escape 
their seasons of depression. Emotions 
are fine and useful, and common to 
us all, but they are not the only true 
product of being. The emotional 
Christian will also exhibit the solid 
fruit of being. We had some good 
apple trees in our yard. They were 
good not because of their plentiful 
foliage nor because of an abounding 
wealth of blossoms in the springtime, 
or because, in common with all trees, 
they shake when the wind blows! 
They were good because they bore a 
fine crop of apples. When David 
found refuge at Naioth in Ramah, 
King Saul sent messengers to take 
him. But they found themselves at 
the school of the prophets, and the 
Spirit of God was falling! All the 
company of the prophets were pro- 
phesying and Samuel standing over 
them was prophesying, and the mes- 
sengers also began to prophesy, and 
never returned to Saul. Whereupon 
he sent another entourage, with the 
same results, and finally he went him- 
self, and the record states that the 
Spirit of God was upon him also and 
he prophesied. Wherefore they say, 
“Is Saul also among the prophets?” 
This surprised query came because 
the lack of spiritual fruit in the king’s 
life was commonly known. But he too 
was shaken when the wind blew! (I 
Sam. 19:18-24). 

There are primary and there are 
secondary religious experiences. Sec- 
ondary in point of time, not of qual- 
ity. There are deeper spiritual truths 
and heart experiences that the Lord 
has in store for every Christian. A 
development in grace and Christian 
maturity is the logical sequel to the 
initial, or primary, experiences of 
conversion, baptism in water and in 
the Holy Spirit; and in the case of the 
minister, the special divine call to 
the work of God. It is scarcely neces- 
sary for us to speak of the need of 
salvation, but certainly it is not to be 
taken for granted as often happens in 
the religious world of today. If the 
salt is unsavory, how shall others be 
seasoned? It is no child’s play to 
“make your calling and election sure.” 
How horrible it must be to be an 
unconverted minister of the Gospel! 
He is a tree with leaves only, a cloud 
without rain, a dry well where the 
living water is not to be found. That 
prince of Preachers Charles H. Spur- 
geon said, “Better abolish pulpits 
than fill them with men who have no 
experimental knowledge of what they 
teach!” Brethren, let us examine our- 
selves! 

The deeper spiritual truths must be 
learned before they are taught. They 


may only be found in the school of 
experience. The real condition of the 
heart, revealing whether or not that 
deep spiritual experience of which we 
sometimes speak so fluently has been 
entered, will show in our preaching 
and teaching. Spiritual knowledge 
and experience is not acquired either 
easily or rapidly. Any study of the 
life and experiences of God's minis- 
ters from the pages of sacred writ will 


reveal periods of preparation. Forty 


years were required of Moses, and 
there were those eighteen silent years 
in the life of our Lord. The disciples 
had an intensive course of three years, 
and likewise the Apostle Paul had a 
postgraduate course of three years in 
the desert! In the responsible work 
of the Christian ministry, experience 
and practice become absolutely essen- 
tials. If the qualifications for a dea- 
con require that he shall not be a no- 
vice, how much more for the minis- 
ter! These things are not learned 
from books, important and essential 
as they are, but come through lives 
lived in touch with God, and the out- 
wardly evidenced fruit is confession 
of the indwelling Holy Spirit. Behold 
the spiritual man! 

The minister's own religious exper- 
iences both primary and subsequent, 
are to him the incomparable source 
of preaching. They are the prelude to 
all real pulpit ministry, for who can 
tell that he has not known, or pro- 
claim that he has not experienced. 


But in the flood tide of a busy parish © 


and ministry there is the danger of 
becoming so involved and engrossed 
in the professional round of duties 
that the deepening of the inner life 
and experiences is lost sight of. The 
modern demands on the minister's life 
and time are enormous. His physical 
self, his strength, his heart, mind and 
spiritual being are so heavily taxed 
that there is a danger of his living at 
a low ebb of spiritual life at a time 
when the demands on his life are the 
very heaviest. So there must be the 
constant renewal of his own spiritual 
life, if he would escape that yawn- 
ing pit that is always at the side of 
the road, described in this manner, 
“Lest . . . when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be rejected.” 
(I Cor. 9:27). There is a vital need 
for inner capital, and the more so on 
the part of those who give out to 
others. In one of Jesus’ parables — 


that of the Friend at Midnight — there — 


is the confession of spiritual bank- 
ruptcy. “A friend of mine in his jour- 
ney is come to me, and I have nothin 

to set before him.” (Luke 11:5-18). 
This is stark tragedy, for did not the 
Master command His disciples to 
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4 ye them to eat?” (Matt. 14:16). 


_ How often spiritually destitute peo- 


' 


ple are told from the pulpit to be 
-warmed and filled, notwithstanding 


_they are not given those things which 


are needful! (Jas. 2:16). We believe 
that it takes spiritual life to produce 


tangible results in the ministry! 


There must be the renewal of the 


inward man. For it is out of his ful- 
ness that the mouth speaks. The con- 
_ stant attrition of life experienced in 
active ministry can only be repaired 
_ by replenished resources in the inner 
_ life, and fresh, first-hand experiences 


of God’s grace. Vigorous piety must 
be maintained through application 


to the means for one’s own grace. The 
| « 
_ vanced believer, he must feed his own 


minister must be a mature and ad- 


- soul! He must maintain a life of holi- 


ness, a balance between his prayer 
and preaching, between his Bible 


_ study and prayer, and between his 


use of the Bible and other books. It 


is true that the minister’s spiritual 


culture is often culpably neglected. 


_ How often he must confess, like the 


_ character in the Song of Solomon 


_ (1:6), “They made me the keeper of 


_ the vineyards; but mine own vine- 
_ yard have I not kept.” 


We realize 
that “ministerial weakness and un- 


faithfulness spring from the neglect 


of spiritual culture in the life. From 
time to time we are shocked and 


burdened by terrible tragedies in the 


- ministry, 
_ character, the ruin of fine godly men. 


complete breakdowns in 


_ But these things do not take place in 


a day. They are preceded by slow 


spiritual decay. Sometimes we see 


_ great sturdy trees, the product of 


decades of steady advancement and 


_ growth, that have been overthrown 
in a comparatively moderate wind, 


and we wonder how it could be pos- 
sible. But a closer examination reveals 
_ that only a shell is left, and that de- 
cay and rottenness within have accom- 
plished its damaging work. There is 


_ the absolute need of spiritual culture 


_ in the life! 


The supreme danger, then, is spirit- 
ual death; and the supreme necessity, 
_ spiritual life, life in abundance, for 


- without it there is, and can be, no 


ministry! The supreme problem is to 
keep spirituality in the life of the 
minister! To keep spritual life keen 


_ and fresh in the face of professional- 


ism, and the supreme secret is found 


_ in that perpetual freshness bestowed 
_ in the “continual dew” of divine bless- |

ntil a few months ago few peo- 
U ple had thought very much 
9 about him. 

‘He is a young man about 21 years 
of age, converted four years ago in 
the Assembly of God church in Mor- 
on, a suburb of Greater Buenos Aires. 

For some months he had been the 
band leader of the church in that 
place. He is short of stature, rather 
dark complexioned, not outstanding 
in appearance, but of a pleasant char- 
acter. One would hardly have chosen 
him from outward appearances to be- 
come a worker for the Lord. But God 
looks not on the outward appearance, 
but on the heart. This young man had 
had no more instruction in the Bible 
than was afforded by his pastor. His 
pastor had never been taught in 
Bible school, having been converted 
indirectly through the Evangelistic 
Center of Buenos Aires. But, “God’s 
ways are not our ways,” and just a 
few months ago Bacilio told his pas- 
tor he was going to San Jose de Fel- 
iciano in the State of Entre Rios. This 
was repeated to his pastor on more 
than one occasion. His pastor finally 
said, “Very well, if you are sure this 
is the will of God!” 

During this short visit Bacilio told 
his friends of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, of His power to save and heal 
and baptize in the Holy Spirit. One 
entire family was converted and some 
filled with the Spirit. This was a chal- 
lenge to Bacilio and on returning to 
Buenos Aires he told his pastor he 
was going there to live and establish 
the people in the gospel.

Not questioning HOW, Bacilio sold 
all his furniture, gave up his work in 
the capital, where recently he had 
been offered a more attractive posi- 
tion, and with his wife and few 
months old baby and his few earthly 
possessions, they left, trusting God to 
care for them. 

Bacilio and his wife Raquel had 
suffering before them, but the love 
of God upheld them. God immediate- 
ly began to confirm His Word, saving 
souls in almost every meeting. That 
was just about six months ago. Now 
they are dedicating a new church 
with some one hundred converts from 
this dear brother’s ministry. It is only 
with a grass roof, but within God is 
manifesting Himself, healing the sick, 
baptizing in the Holy Spirit and sav- 
ing sinners.

Christmas Party Helps 


Indian Missionaries 


By George Effman 


December 9th and 10th, the first 
Christmas Party of the American In- 
dian Fellowship was held. We chose 
Sacramento, California because of its 
central location and Bethel Temple 
was our host church. 


At 7:30 on December 9th, we were 
about to begin the FIRST AMERI- 
CAN INDIAN DAY service. The 
platform was decorated with two tee- 
pees and there were American Indian 
chiefs’ faces on the outline of the 
United States. The faces were very 
colorful, they were outlined with 
fluorescent paint, and when the black 
lights were turned on they glowed in 
the dark. 

A spirited song service was led by 
Reverend Earl Johnson, and Reverend 
R. A. Wilson led in prayer. One in- 
teresting part of the program was a 
roving mike. I went to various Mis- 
sionaries and interviewed them. Rev- 
erend John T. McPherson brought 
“THE TRAIL OF TEARS,” a saga of 
the Cherokee Indians. One District 
official stated to me that he was 
challenged beyond description as the 
ending of the message was augment- 
ed with sound effects depicting a 
storm as Sister McPherson sang 
“Harvest Time.” 

Many months ago the Lord laid on 
my heart a desire to do something for 
our American Indian missionaries of 
our District. One day I saw Sister 
Goldia Anderson and told her of my 
plans for a Christmas Party. She was 
thrilled at the thought and she in- 
formed me the Lord had also spoken 
to her about the same thing. Now, 
how were we going to accomplish 
this task? Sister Anderson then asked 
me about each missionary, the num- 
ber in the family and their ages. She 
did this so that when she had a Sec- 
tional Directors’ Meeting she might 
assign a Missionary family to that 
Section. Days before the appointed 
time of the Christmas Party the pack- 
ages began to come in. Sister Ander- 


son called me one day from the Dis- 
trict office and said, “Brother Effman, 
please come down with your station- 
wagon and take the presents to Sac- 
ramento.” I went down and got the 
load. This wasn’t all. The various Sec- 
tions began to send car loads in and 
when the 10th of December arrived 
the building next door to the church 
was loaded with packages for the 
Missionaries. At Gaston Hall there 
were many workers arranging the 
presents. We placed the presents on 
the platform beside the tree. There 
were several tables loaded with pres- 
ents. 

The Missionaries arrived from their 
far flung posts. We had arranged 
places for them to stay. 

That evening a banquet was pre- 
pared for the Missionaries. This was 
provided by Bethel Temple. The 
ladies of the church did the cooking. 
There was turkey and all of the trim- 
mings, truly a sumptuous repast. Our 
purpose was to let the Missionaries 
know that we appreciated their sac- 
rifice. Reverend John McPherson was 
the master of ceremonies. After all 


were finished eating, he made a few 
statements and then, the big surprise 
... “THIS IS YOUR LIFE, ALPHA

Christ’s Example

Not so long ago I stood on the steps 
of the beautiful church in Washing- 
ton, D. C., pastored by Peter Mar- 
shall, late chaplain to he U. S. Sen- 
ate. Standing there I remembered a 
sermon by him which is one of the 
most challenging in literature. In that 
sermon, Marshall imagined a scene 
in which the qualifications of Christ’s 
apostles are examined. Let us re- 
create that scene again, for out of it 
comes an incisive lesson for every 
teacher. 

The entire future of the kingdom 
was dependent upon the apostles 
chosen by Christ. Jesus would invest 
his most intensive training in these, 
and on their shoulders would lay the 
foundations for the church of God. 
None but the best, therefore, can be 
chosen. At least we can expect this 
to be the case. 

Let us be the judge and measure 
the qualities appearing in these dis- 


_ ciples. Here comes one. Uncouth in

appearance, he smells of fish. When 
he speaks it is obvious he lacks learn- 
ing. Tempestuous in nature, he one 
moment swears allegiance and the 
next is found denying that same al- 
go wrong he 
runs back to his fish boat. WE THUS 
REJECT PETER!! 


These next two also smell of fish. 


_ They, too, are unlearned. In addition 


they are selfish and lack restraint. 
They want fire from heaven to fall 


on opposition. WE REJECT JAMES 
AND JOHN ALSO. 
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The next fellow has a fanatical 
leam in his eye. He just wants to 
ight the Romans. Simon the Zealot 
will follow anyone who gives hope 
of revolution against Rome. When he 


learns that Jesus preaches “render to 
Ceasar...” 


and “turn the other 
cheek . . .” hell seek another leader. 


_ SIMON, THEREFORE, DOES NOT 
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QUALIFY. 

Since following Christ demands so 
great faith, the next man must be 
considered cautiously. Consistently a 
realist, he will have to battle doubt 
at every step. On one occasion Jesus 
will talk of mansions in heaven and 
say to his students “Whither I go ye 
know, and the way ye know.” Others 
will take Christ at His word, but it 
will be Thomas’ nature to say, “We 
don’t know where youre going so 
how can we know the way?” On an- 
other occasion Thomas by nature will 
be strong on courage but weak in 
faith, For when danger threatens 
Christ in journey, Thomas will say 
to the others, “Let us also go that we 
may die with him.” But, characteris- 
tically he expects death to result for 
Christ. After the crucifixion he is cer- 
tain to be totally crushed. THUS, WE 
CAN’T TAKE THOMAS. 

Now look at Matthew. He’s a cheat. 
He makes his living by collecting 
more tax than is due from his own 
people. The decision is easy here. 
MATTHEW SIMPLY DOES NOT 
QUALIFY. 

If you reflect on it, the conclusion 
is amazing. With hardly an exception 
the apostles chosen by Christ have 


outward qualities which place serious 
question on their future potential. Yet 
Jesus chose all of them, and that after 
a night of prayer. He chose them as 
his SPECIAL pupils, even passing by 
those who outwardly had so much 
more. 

Here lies the striking lesson for 
teachers. Jesus took these disciples 
IN SPITE OF surface deficiencies 
and CHANGED them into the great 
“apostles of the lamb” that they be- 
came. 

The true teacher will see in every 
pupil, regardless of appearance, an 
eternal potential for God. 

Dean Mender could hardly have 
dreamed the full potential in Billy 
Graham when he dedicatedly spent 
his energy to guide Billy in Bible 
school. 

I doubt that Mr. Kimball of Mount 
Vernon Congregational Church at 
Boston, Dwight L. Moody’s Sunday 
school teacher, saw anything out- 
standingly unique in the boy he won 
to Christ. As a true teacher he just 
wanted Dwight changed into a Chris- 
tian. Moody went on to build a Sun- 
day school with thousands of other 
boys and to win multitudes to God 
by his preaching. In turn he planted 
the seed in Gypsy Smith’s heart who 
won yet another host into the king- 
dom. 

Jesus set this example long ago. 
Take a pupil where he is, and true 
teaching will produce change in him 
toward living Christian ideals in spite 
of outward deficiencies. 

What a challenge! What a joy to 
see the change, no matter how small, 
when it is effected!

FROM OUR CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE IX. MEETINGS 

Section 1. Regular sessions of the District Council shall be held annually pur- 
suant to a call by the District Presbytery. 

Section 2. Special sessions of the District Council may be arranged if agreed 
to by a two-thirds majority of the District Presbytery. 

Section 3. The right of initiative in the matter of calling a special session shall 
be granted to any ordained minister of the District Council, should occasion de- 
mand. A statement setting forth the reasons for a special session, and signed by 
not less than fifty ordained ministers, may be considered sufficient reason for such 
a call; said statement to be filed with the District Presbytery, who shall issue the 
call, the time and place to be fixed by the executive officers. 


ARTICLE X. OFFICERS 

Section 1. Executive Officers. The executive officers shall consist of the Super- 
intendent, Assistant Superintendent, and Secretary-Treasurer, together with such 
officers as may be required in the future. Their tenure of office shall begin sixty 
days after their election and shall continue for a period of two years, or until their 
successors are elected and qualify. 

Section 2. General Presbyters. Two general presbyters to represent the District 
Council on the general presbytery of the General Council shall be elected annual- 
ly. Their terms shall begin immediately upon election and shall continue for one 
year or until their successors are elected and qualify. 

Section 3. The District Presbytery. The District Presbytery shall consist of the 
presbyters elected to represent their sections. The terms of the District sectional 
presbyters shall begin at the close of the District Council following their election 
and they shall serve for one year or until their successors are elected and qualify. 
The executive officers and the general presbyters shall be members of the District 
Presbytery by virtue of their offices. 

Section 4. Departmental Officers. Officers of the various departments herein- 
after established shall be chosen as provided in the bylaws.
